The Enemy and False Teachers have Good Reasons for 
Opposing her Perfect Operation. 








It is probably needless to 
explain the mechanism of a 
common threshing machine, 
but suffice it to say that it is 
an instrument used to separate 
the straw and chaff from the 
grains of wheat so the grains 
may become useful either for 
planting to produce anew crop 
or to grind into flour to make 
bread for the use of the human 
family. 

In order for the machine to 
do its work effectually it is 
necessary for every piece to be 


in its proper place and the 
belts to be on the pulleys 
right so every part of the ma- 
chine will operate in its place. 

Some of the belts have to be 
put on straight and = some 
crossed. ‘The machinest must 
know his business so every 
belt will be on right and the 
proper amount of air given to 
the wind-mill and the right 
stroke to the shakers. Every 
part is dependent on every 
other part so that in case one 
little belt falls off or any part 


gets out of repair the work 
will be hindered. 

When the machine is 
brought into the wheat field it 
must be leveled and every 
thing adjusted and made ready 
for operation, but not until 
the power is connected with 
it will it do anything toward 
that for which it was made. 
When the power is turned on 
and the cylinder and wheels 
begin to roll the wheat (viz. 
straw, chaff and grain) is 
pusheu into the cylinder and 
the work of separation has be- 
gun. Almost as soon as the 
cylinder touches the heads of 
wheat many of the grains in- 
stantly leave the chaff and fall 
through the little holes that 
are in the concave below and 
are carried direct to the place 
of measuring and taken on to 
the garner. While many of 
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the grains separate at once 
from the chaff and straw there 
are many others that do not 
drop out so easily and because 
of this obstinacy a series of 
shakers are prepared to shake 
and beat the straw chaff and 
grains about as all goes on 
through the machine together 
until the final separation takes 
place where the chaff and 
swiveled grains are blown 
away and the straw is thrown 
out at the rear end of the ma- 
chine while the good grains 
fall intothe place prepared for 
them below and are taken 
with the rest into the garner. 

God mentions the wheat 
and chaff in connection with 
the true and false prophets. 
Another thing that is specially 
noticeable in the prophecy 
where is mentioned the chaff 
and the wheat, that this thing 
shall be perfectly considered 
in the latterdays. This is the 
very timethat Peter said there 
would be false teachers among 
them that had obtained like 
precious faith with himself. 
This certainly shows that 
false teachers will appear right 
among us. 

He further shows that these 
false teachers will bring in 
damnable heresies, and al- 
though this is the case many 
will follow their pernicious 
ways. 

Now, God through the 
mouth of the prophet Isaiah 
says of the church, “‘Behold, 
I will make thee a new sharp 
threshing instrument having 
teeth.’’ Wearesure that God 
would not make the church 
stich an instrument and not 
have any use for it. So as 
we look at the workings of 
the early church under the 





care and ministry of Peter, 
James, John, Paul and the 
others we conclude are on 
safe ground when we say that 
the Church of God is the 
Lord’s threshing machine. 

The word “threshing” car- 
ries with it a thought of whip- 
ping, beating, or dealing 
roughly or unmercifully with 
offenders, but that is not the 
thought. A threshing ma- 
chine is frequently called a 
separator and this is evideutly 
the meaning here. 

To separate the chaff and 
straw from the grains of 
wheat. 

Soon after Jesus told His 
disciples He was going to 
build His Church he taught 
them also about how they 
should deal with a brother 
that had trespassed against 
another. After the proper 
steps had been taken to restore 
the breach and he that had 
done the tresspass could not 
be moved upon to right his 
wrong the matter wax to be 
taken to the church and if he 
would not hear the church 
then he was to be so far sep- 
arated from them that he 
should be recognized by them 
as no more than a heathen 
and a publican. 

Whei Paul heard of the 
fornicator in the Chureh at 
Corinth he wrote to them and 
told them to purge out the old 
leaven and reminded them 
that he had written to them 
ina previous letter ‘“‘not to 
company with  fornicators’’ 
and went on to explain that 
he did not mean fornicators 
of the world over which they 
had no authority, but those 
that were recognized among 
them as theirown folks. He

went on to tell them to “‘Put 
away from among yourselves

When false teachers were 
found among his people Paul 
gave special instructions rela- 
tive to the action that should

their “mouths must be stop- 
ped.”’ Paul acknowledged 
that he had uo authority over 
people outside the Church 
(1Cor.

mouths stopped. He goes on 
and says these very people 
were professing to know God, 
but in worksthey denied Him 
and denounced them as a- 
bominable and disobedient 
and unto every good work 
reprobate. About ten years 
before this he Lad written to 
the Thessalonians and said, 
“Now we commend — you, 
brethren, in the name of cour 
Lord Jesus Christ, that ye 
Withdraw yourselves from e- 
very brother that walketh dis- 
orderly, and pot after the tra- 
dition which he received of 
us.” (2Thes, 3:6.) And we 
conclude from this that if 
these uuruly, men, vain talkers 
and deceivers would not sub-— 
mit aud behave themselves 
they would have to be separat- 
ed from. 

Then again Paul gave much 
instructions to Timothy among 
which was this, “Charge some 
that they teach no other doc- 
trine,” (1Tim. 1:3.) and at 
Gal, 1:5,9, he shows that any 
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that deviates from the crue 
doetrine shall be accursed, And 
he is so strict and firm about 
the matter that he declares that 
from heaven 
preach any other gospel that 
he shall be accursea. Paul 


was a “‘deadner’’ on false teach-

ers. Then as we follow him 
on we find him writing to Titus 
saying, “A man that is an_her- 
etic after the first and second 
admonition reject.’’ A here- 
tic isa false teacher or one 
that teaches a wrong doctrine, 
Panl says, reject him. The 
word reject means to throw. a- 
way as useless or vile.

This subject is one of great im- 

portance, as Jesus said ““Ye must 
be born again.”’ 
Tradition has taught people that 
when their sins are forgiven (or in 
conversion) that they are born a- 
gain, as regenerated. 

Jesus said to Nicodemus ‘‘excepta 
man be born again, he cannot see 
the Kingdom of God.’’ Nicodemus, 
being a Pharisee, thought possibly 
he was alright, as he was a ruler of 
the Jewish sect, which was the 
strict sect in external religion. Un- 
der the law they had the priest to 
enter into the most Holy place 
once a year and that with blood, for 
their sins; but this did not touch 
their sin nature. Therefore Jesus 
said “‘Ye must be born again,’ 
knowing the sin nature had never 
been touched. 

Now we see clearly that those 
that received Jesus did not have the 
new birth, for as many as_ received 
him, to them gave he power to be- 
come thesons of God. ‘“‘We know 
that we have passed from death un- 
to life, because we love the breth- 
ren.’’ lJohn 3:14. Now if the 
folks all love the brethren just with 
their actual transgressions blotted 
out, and behold he be a new creat- 
ure in Christ Jesus, and all things 
become new and all things, such as 
the old man and his deeds, have 
passed away then he must have 
passed from death to life, having 
been born again, or regenerated, 
The word ‘‘regenerate’’ means, 1st 
to renew the heart and affections 
from natural enmity to the love of 
God. To impart HOLY affections 
in the heart. 2nd Born anew, re-

novated in heart; change from a 
natura] to a spiritual state. Reno- 
vate, means, to renew; to restore to 
first state So if any oneis restored 


‘to first state (or as Adam was) be- 


fore he transgressed God’s law in 
forgiveness of sins then he is born 
again. Regeneration defined. New 
birth by the grace of God. That 
change by which the will and nat- 
ural enmity of man to God and His 
laws are subdued, and a principle 
of supreme love to God and His 
law, or Holy affections are implant- 
ed in the heart. Now if the natu- 
ral enmity is taken out in forgive- 
ness of sins, Jesns suffering on the 
cross to regenerate us was all in 
vain. ‘‘For he that is born of God 
doth not commit sin; John 3;9. 
Whosoever abiceth in him sinneth 
not: whosoever sinneth hath not 
seen him, neither known him.

1:5.), and 
we know the good pleasure of his 
will was our sanctification to keep us 
from sin. For he would not adopt 
one into his family that could not 
live without, or was committing sin 
every day. S90 we see being redeem- 
ed by his blood, is that which caused 
Jesus not to be ashamed to call us 
one of adoption, one of the family. 

Look at Gal. 4:4—7, ‘‘But when 
the fullness of the time was come, 
God sent forth his son, made of 
woman, made under the law. To 
redeem them that were under the 
law, that we might receive the adop- 








tion of sons. And because ye are 
sons, God hath sent forth the Spirit 
of his son into your hearts, crying. 
Abba, Father, wherefore thou art 
no more a servant, but ason; and 
if a son, then an heir of God 
through Christ. Now a servant is 
not a son, and if the old man (that 
body of sin) has not been crucified, 
men are yet servants and not sons. 

Look at Rom. 8:14—17, “‘For as 
many as are led by the Spirit of 
God they are the sons of God. For 
ye have not received the spirit of 
bondage again to fear; but ye have 
received the Spirit of adoption, 
whereby we cry, Abba, Father. The 
Spirit itself (Himself, see R. V.) 
beareth witness with our spirit, 
that we are the children of God. 
And if children, then heirs; heirs 
of God, and joint-heirs with 
Christ.’’ 

li this does not show that redeimp- 
tion, regeneration, as defined above 
brings us into adoption, I'l] have tu 
confess I do not yet understand the 
Bible sufficient to go out and try to 
tell folks of salvation. One illustra- 
tion and I’m through for this time.
